An Act further to amend the Indian Penal Code , the Code of 

Criminal Procedure, 1898 and the Unlawful Activities (Preven 

tion ) Act, 1967. 
BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


1. This Act may be called the Criminal Law (Amendment) Act, 1972. Short 


title .

(c ) makes or publishes any assertion , counsel, plea or 
appeal concerning the obligation of any class of persons, by 
reason of their being members of any religious, racial, lan 
guage or regional group or caste or community , and such 
assertion , counsel, plea or appeal causes or is likely to cause 
disharmony or feelings of enmity or hatred or ill-will bet 
ween such members ond other persons, 


shall be punished with imprisonment which may extend to three 
years , or with fine, or with both ,

in any place of worship or in any assembly engaged in the per 
formance of religious worship or religious ceremonies, shall be 
punished with imprisonment which may oxtend to five years and 
shall also be lable to fine." .

THE INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1972 
No. 32 OF 1972 . 

[ 14th June, 1972.] 
An Act further to amend the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947. 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. This Act may be called the Industrial Disputes ( Amendment) Act , 
1972 . 

2 . After section 25FF of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947 (hereinafter 14 of 1047 . 
referred to as the principal Act) , the following section shall be inserted, 
namely :

" 25FFA . (1) An employer who intends to close down an under 
taking shall serve, at least sixty days before the date on which the 
intended closure is to become effective, a notice , in the prescribed 
manner, on the appropriate Government stating clearly the reasons 
for the intended closure of the undertaking : 


Provided that nothing in this section shall apply to 
(a ) an undertaking in which 

(i) less than fifty workmen are employed , or 

(ii) less than fifty workmen were employed on an 
average per working day in the preceding twelve months , 

(b ) an undertaking set up for the construction of buildings , 
bridges, roads, canals , dams or for other construction work or 
project.

An Act further to amend the University Grants Commission

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -third Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: - -

( iii ) who are Vice - Chancellors , of Universities or who, 
not being teachers of Universities, are , in the opinion of the 
Central Government, educationists of repute or have ob 
tained high academic distinctions: 


Provided that not less than one-half of the number chosen 
under this clause shall be from among persons who are not 
officers of the Central Government or of any State Government. 


(4 ) The Vice - Chairman shall exercise such of the powers, and 
discharge such of the duties, of the Chairman as may be prescribed . 


(5 ) Every appointment under this section shall take effect from 
the date on which it is notified by the Central Government in the 
Official Gazette.".

Provided that where no Vice -Chairman is holding office at 
the time when the vacancy in the office of the Chairman occurs , 
the Central Government shall, notwithstanding anything con 
tained in sub -section (2 ) of section 5 , appoint any other member 
to act as the Chairman and the person so appointed shall not 
hold the office of the Chairman for a period exceeding six montlis . 


(4 ) If a casual vacancy occurs in the office of the Vice 
Chairman or any other member, whether by reason of his death , 
resignation or inability to discharge his functions owing to 
illness or other incapacity , such vacancy shall be filled up by 
the Central Government by making a fresh appointment and 
the member so appointed shall hold office for a term of three 
years. 


(5 ) The office of the Chairman and the Vice- Chairman shall 
be whole -time and salaried and subject thereto , the terms and 
conditions of service of the Chairman , Vice - Chairman and other 
members shall be such as may be prescribed ." .
